Enquiry after, and fearch to the Bottom, 


the prefent Debates, which fo much Agi- 
eeaie Minds, about Heredivery- Right and 
Non-Refftance. 

I ial I am going about a very difficult 
Work, yet the difficulty lies not fo much 
in the Argument, asia the Temper 
the People I am arguing with, to ses 
it isneither grateful, nor as they think, for 
their Convenience, to be undeluded.. 

Mowever, I (haf fet about the Work,. 
and with this Affurance, that if it mifcarry, 
it fhail not be for want of Demonftration 
—— And if you will not receive it, the 
Negative fhall not be for want of Obftinate 
Blindnefs. he 
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Lknow Lamto firuggle with, 1. Tour 
Pride, from wheace flow ftrong ftreams of 
Opinion-Wifdom, 2. Your Politicks, from 
whence proceeds the Maxim, that ‘tis your 
Intereft todifagree ; and 3. Your Inclinati- 
on, vifibly pleas’d with Strife, and fond 
of Contention ; 

As my difficulties fom heace will be the 
greater, it behoves me to lay down every 
Thing fo plain, that if pofiible, it may 
leave no room for thofe to take hold, who 
are fondeft of Contradi&ion. 

If my Stile theréfore, appears a little 
more Laconick ; if my Periods are fhorter 
than ofual, and I feem to affeét being Sen- 
tentious ; you will bear with my being lefs 
Polite, for the fake of my being lefs Imper- 
tinent. 


Our prefent Difputes, alas bow triflmg? 
are refulv’d into cwo Generals 
Whichif they are Overthrown, ’tis 
humbly conceiv’d, the Particulars 
drawn from them, will faflof chem- 
felves. 


1. Whether her prefent'Majefty’s Ti- 
tle to the Crown is Hereditary, or 
{ubje& to Parliamentary Limitation ? 

2. Whether Refiftance in any Cafe 
whatfoever, be Lawful ia the Sub- 
je@-againft the Prince ? 


If in my Examination of thefe Things, 
“J thal make it clear to you, chat Aeredite- 
srpeRight and Parlismembary Limitation, are 
the fame thing, That Refiftauce, and Non- 
sRefflance, have no fpecifick difference in 
‘them ~~ And that aright uuderftand- 
‘ing of this, would reconcile us all; it will 
‘be a very keen Satyr upon our Folly, and 
‘yaw thac this whole Nation has made 4 
great Noife about nosbing. 

This is the Labour Iam going to under- 
stake, I fee no difficulty in the Thing itfel’, 
“the Domoaftration is Cafi¢mmne The Argi- 


ment plain, andthe Contraries have fe 
themfe}ves, a propenfity to Unite. |

And here to avoid fhifters, and fhifcing 
too, [lay down, That by Hereditary-Righe, 


I mean without Circumlocatior, the He-

If Imake a juft Abridgment of Mr. Af 
gill’s Argument, it is T hat this being a 
settlement of che Inheritance upon the 
Tribe, what ever Branch of the Tribe at 
any time poffes’d ir, whether in a Right, 
or Collateral Line, his Title was H -dita- 
ry, and that it was not neceflary that 
the immediate Helr, shat is she Elde® 
Branch, thould be the Heir i Tail, fince 
the firft Settlement was aa Entai upon, 
aud [pecial to the Tribe, yet not limitting it 
to the Bideft Braaoch of that ‘Tribe————» 
And his Inftances are oppofite to the Point, 
viz. 1. That God paffed by the Eldeft 
Branch of the Royal Houfe, viz.

_ The Royal Family of England being, af-- 
ter the Saxon Invafion, rejoyn’d with the 
Britifb, after the Danifh Lnvafion rejoyn’d 
with the Saxon, and atter the Norman Cone 
queft again rejoyn’d with the Engl ifh;feems 
to me, to continue in the fame. Race or Tribe 
where it was found, wherever Hiftory can 
trace the feaft appearance of.a Royal Pow-

' Not that this at all proves the Divine O+ 
riginal of the Race, or of their Title to 
tbe Crown, unlefs it could appear, that 
the firft Entail was a Settlement from Hea- 
ven, like that of Fudeb among the Tribes.
